fresh water pearl burton industry is 
actively conducted In at least twenty 
states la the XDssIs-ippi rived basin, 
the raw production of shells cow has 
a value of about 51,000.000. The fresh 
•water pearl button is now recognized 
as among the cheapest durable but- 
tons that^an be procured. The mus- 
sel beds, have been .rapidly.depleted, 
chiefly because the fishermen in past 
rears would retain only the very best 
shells and discard as culls all shel's 
that were of an Inferior grade.

SUPPLY OF GRAIN FOR HENS 


Fowls Will Consume More Food in 


Spring Than In Fall—Amount 


Varies With Breeds. 


The feeder mast use his own judg- 


ment In. deciding how much grain to 
give the hens, as ihe amount of feed 
which they •will eat varies with dif- 
ferent pens and at different seasons 
o; the year. They will eat more feed 
in the spring while _ laying 
heavily 


than the summer and fall -when laying 
fewer eggs. 


A fair general estimate Is about one 


quart of scratch grains and aa equal 
weight of mash (about one and a half 
quarts) daily to 13 Jiens of tbe gen- 
eral purpose breeds, such as the Ply- 
mouth Rocks, Khode Inland Keels, or 
Wyandottes, or to 16 hens of the small- 
er or egg breeds. This would be about 
seven and a half -pounds each, of 
scratch grains and of mash daily to 
100 Leghorns and about nine and a 
half pounds of each to 100 general 
purpose fowls. If hens have 
free 


range or large yards containing green 
feed a general purpose hen -will eat 
about 75 pounds.of feed Sn^a year and 
a Leghorn will eat about 55 pounds. In
